AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  QUEBEC 
MASONIC  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 


Whereas    Weston    Hunt,    William     Eadon, 
Charles  Philips,  William  Miller,  George  Railton, 
Joseph  White,  James  Dean,  the  younger,  James 
Green,  A.  McKajr,  J.  King,  W.  A.   Rankin,    G. 
R.  Browne,  J.  Lindsay,  D.  Gale  and  J.  B.  For- 
sytli,  Members  of  the  Quebec  Masonic  Hall  Asso- 
ciation, have,  by  their  Petition  to  the  Legislature, 
represented  that  they  have  in  contemplation  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  a  building  within  the 
city  of  Quebec,  to  be  called  "  The  Quebec  Masonic 
Hall,"  for  the  accommodation  of  public  meetings, 
convened  for  useful  and  moral  purposes,  and  that 
it  would  greatly  tend  to  the  advancement  of  the 
useful  and  philanthropic  objects  of  the  said  Asso- 
ciation if  corporate  powers  were  conferred  upon 
them,  and  have  prayed  for  an  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion :     Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Canada, 
constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and^  under 
the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, and  intituled,  An  Act  to  re-unite  the  Provinces 
of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  Govern- 
went  of  Canada,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.

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I  Masonic  Hall,"  shall  be  members  of  the  said  As- 
I  sociation,  and  as  such  entitled  to  and  receive,  af- 
ter the  said  building  is  completed,  the  entire  and 
net  distribution  of  the  profits  and  advantages  that 
^hall  and  may  arise  and  accrue  by  virtue  of  the  sum 
and  sums  of  money  to  be  raised,  recovered  and 
received  by  tlic  authority  of  this  Act,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  shares  so  held ;  and  every 
person  or  persons  having  such  property  of  one  or 
more  shares  in  the  said  undertaking  and  in  pro- 
portion as  aforesaid,  shall  bear  and  pay  an  ade- 
quate and  proportionable  sum  of  money  towards 
(tarrying  on  the  said  undertaking  in  the  manner 
b}  this  Act  directed  and  appointed. 

in.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  upon  every  or 
iiny  subject,  proposition  or  question  v^hich  shall 
arise,  be  discussed  or  be  put,  relating  to  the  affairs 
of  the  said  Corporation,  at  any  meeting  of  the 
members  thereof  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  this 
Act,  each  member  present  thereat  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  every  one  or  two  shares  he 
shall  hold  or  possess  in  the  said  undertaking  ;  the 
holders  of  three  or  four  shares  shall  be  entitled  to 
two  votes,  and  so  in  proportion  :  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  member  shall  at  any  time  be  entitled 
to  more  than  ten  votes,  although  he  may  be  a 
holder  of  more  than  twenty  shares;  and  whatso- 
ever question,  election  of  officers,  or  other  matter 
or  thing  shall  be  proposed,  discussed  or  considered 
at  any  such  meeting,  shall  be  finally  determin- 
ed by  the  majority  of  votes  then  present,  and  the 
Chairman  at  every  such  meeting,  in  case  of  a  di- 
vision of  equal  numbers,  shall  have  the  casting 
vote,  although  he  may  have  voted  before. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corpora- 
tion may  from  time  '  o  time  lawfully  borrow,  either 
in  this  Frovince  or  elsewhere,  such  sum  or  sums 
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of  money,  not  oxceodin/?  at  one  time  the  Hum  m 
never.  tliouHand  five  hundred  poundn  cuiTcncy,  a. 
they  may  find  expedient,  and  as  they  may  think 
proper,  andmay  give  their  bonds,  obligations  <m- 
other  securitieH  tor  the  Hums  so  borrowed,  and 
may  lm)othecate  or  pledge  the  lands,  revenues 
and  other  property  of  tlie  said  Cori»oration  for  the 
due  payment  of  the  said  sums  and  interest  thereon. 
.1.^^*  4l^^^^^^e  it  enacted.  That  no  Shareholder  In 
the  said  Corporation  shall  be  in  any  manned 
whatsoever  liable  for  or  charged  with  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  or  demand  due  by  the  said   Cor- 

capital  of  the  said  Corporation,  not  paid  up. 

VI.  And  be  it   enacted,  that  the  subscribers 
above  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  so 
80011  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  as  may  be  con- 
venient, open  a  book  or  books  of  Subscription, 
and  when  two  hundred   shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed,    in  such  Book  or  Books,  they  shall 
cal  a  meeting  of  such  Subscribers,  at  such  time 
and  place,  in  the   said   City  of  Quebec,  as  they 
shall  deem  fit,  by  public  notice,  to   be  published 
at  least  eight    days  before   such  meeting  in   an 
J^nglish  and  in  a  French  Newspaper,  published  in 
the  said  citv  ;  and  a  like  General   Meeting,  to  be 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the   said   Corporation, 
after  due  notipe  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  held  on  the 
tirst  xMonday  in  Februaiy  in  eveiy  year  afterwards, 
at  the  hour  of  seven  o'clock  in  the   afternoon,  or 
any  subsequent  day  thereafter,   which    shall   be 
duly  indicated  in  such  notice. 

AT^?*  ^^!^  ^®  ^*  enacted,  that  at  the  first  General 
Meeting  ot  the  Subscribers  hereinbefore  directed 
to  be  held,  the  majority  of  the  Proprietors  then 
assembled  together  shall  chose  seven  persons  for 
the  time  being  respectively  Proprietors  of  at  least 
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iour  Shares  in  siu-li   uuilertjiking,  of  whom   four 
shalM)oaquorum,  to  1)0  dirootors   for  managlnii-, 
iroverning,  and  carrying  on  the  affairH  of  the  8aid 
Artsociation,    and  the    said    Directors  el(>ctod   at 
such  first  General  Mooting,  shall  remain  in  otlico 
until  the  General  Meeting  which  shall  take   plac' 
;is  aforesaid.     And  at  the  Hrstof  the   Meetings  ot

he  entitled  to  a  casting  vote,  incase  of  an  equal 
division  of  members,  although  they  may  have  res- 
pectively voted   before;  and   the  Directors  shall 
also  choose  annually  from  among  the  Stockholders 
ofthe  said  Association,  a  Treasurer  and  a   Secre- 
tary, who  shall  be  permanent  or  be  appointed  tor 
one  year  only,   as  the  majority  of  any  Quorum  of 
the  said  Directors  may  see  lit  to  determine;  and 
the  said  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to   take 
such  security  from  the  said  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary for  the  due  execution   of  their  respective  of- 
licos  as  the   said  Directors  shall   think    proper  : 
Provided  always,  that  any  two  thirds  of  the  I'ro- 
prietora  assembled  at  any  General  Meeting  nuiy 
remove  such  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  and  m   such 
case  the  Directors  shall    appoint  another  in  his 
stead.

General  Meeting  of  Proprietors  to  be  held  in  the 
SMd  month  in  every  year  thereafter.

XII   And  be  it  enacted,  that  all  Subscribers  of 
Shares,  or  Stockholders  in  the  said  undertaking, 
shall  be  held  and  bound,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired, to  pay  the  sums  of  money   subscribed  tor 
by  them,  as  the  same  shall  be  called    for  under 
the  provisions  of  the  By-laws  to  be  hereafter  made, 
and  in  the  case  any  person  or  persons  neglect  or 
refuse  to  pay  the  same  at  the  times  appointed  by 
the  said  By-laws,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Corporation  to  sue  for,  and  recover  the  same  and 
interest  upon   the  amount   due  and  costs,  m  any 
Court  of  Law  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Xin.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  the  said  Direc- 
tors or  a  Quorum  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  being  as- 
s     ibled  at  such  places  and    times  as  aforesaid, 
t     11  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,   or- 
daai  and  constitute  such  and  so  many  By-laws, 
Rules  and  orders  not  repugnant  to  the   Statutes,

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XVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  any  purchaser  or 
purchasers  shall  for  his  or  their  security,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  said  Corporation,  have  a  Duphcate 
or  Duplicates  of  the  deed  or  Act  of  transfer  made 
unto  him  or  them,  and  executed  by  both  parties, 
one  whereof  so  executed  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
said  Directors,  or  to  the   Secretary  for  the  time 
beinff,  to  be  filed  and  kept  of  record  for  the  pub^ 
licuseof  the    said    Corporation,  and    iipon  the 
filine:  thereof  an  entry  thereof  shall  forthwith  be

1  —In  the  erection  and  subsequent  management 
of  the  Building  to  be  called  The  Quebec  Masonic 
Hall  -under  the  Act  of  Incorporation,-suitable

9  —The  books  of  the  Association  shall  be  made 
up  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  eye|y 
year,  and  the  statement  of  the  Auditors  shall  be 
open  for  inspection  by  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion from  ten  A.  M.  to  three  o'clock  P.  M.,  tor 
seven  days  previous  to  the  General  Annual 
Meeting. 

10.— The  Directors  shall  choose  by  ballot  a 
^Preamrer  and  Secretary,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  held  after  the  General  Annual  Election  in 
February. 

11.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  issue 
all  notices,  record  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  of  meetings  of  Stock- 
holders, which  minutes  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  for  the  time  being.  He  shall  receive  all 
monies  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  for 
which  his  receipt  shall  bear  a  sufficient  discharge,

account  of  monies  so  received  and  paid  over  to  l)e 
produced  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  of  the  Association,  and  perform  all  such  du- 
ties as  generally  appertain  to  his  office.  The  Di- 
rectors may  assign  such  salary  for  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  as  they  may  deem  fit. 

12.— The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  in  one  of 
the  Chartered  Banks  in  this  City,  in  the  name  of 
the  Association,  all  monies  he  may  receive  from 
day  to  day  from  the  Secretaiy.  He  shall  pay  all 
accounts.for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  by 
check,  signed  by  himself  and  countersigned  by 
the  President.  No  money  shall  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Bank  in  any  other  way— neither  shall 
any  check  be  so  countersigned  unless  accompanied 
by  a  voucher,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  and  such 
voucher  shall  also  be  countersigned  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  Vice-President.  Provided  always  that  the 
Treasurer  may  at  all  times  retain  in  his  hands  a 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

13.___No  payment  of  money  shall  be  made  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Association  exceeding  in 
amount  the  sum  of  twenty-five  pounds,  unless 
previously  sanctioned  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 


14._-The  Proprietors  shall  pay  the  Instalments 
on  the  amount  of  their  respective  shares  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  ^i 
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from  tinie  to  time  appoint,  and  the  non-payment  of 
tlie  same  within  ten  days  after  they  have  become 
due  shall  subject  the  Stockholder  liable  therefor, 
to  a  fine  of  one  shilling  for  each  share,  and,  if  un- 
paid for  a  period  of  three  months  after  falling  due, 
such  share  shall  be  declared  forfeited,  and  all  pre- 
vious instalments  shall  become  the  property  of 
the  Association.  A  Proprietor  in  arrear  shall  also 
be  disqualified  from  voting  until  all  Instalments 
and  fines  due  by  him  are  paid  up. 

15. — Any  Stockholder,  who  shall  make  an  im- 
mediate deposit  of  money,  of  not  less  than  ten 
pounds,  shall  be  allowed  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  amount  remaining  at 
his  credit,  until  the  whole  amount  of  such  deposit 
shall  have  been  taken  up  in  the  payment  of  the 
periodical  calls  of  Instalments  on  the  Shares  sub- 
scribed for  by  him. 

16. — For  every  transfer  of  Stock,  a  fee  of  two 
shillings  and  six  pence  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
such  transfer  to  the  funds  of  the  Association.  The 
transfer  Book  shall  be  closed  for  one  month  pre- 
vious to  the  General  Annual  Meeting  in  Febru- 
ary. 

17. — Any  person,  other  than  a  Freemason,  ac- 
quiring Stock  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  as  the 
holder  thereof  for  the  time  being,  be  entitled  to 
participate  in  the  profits  and  advantages  accruing 
to  the  Association ;  but  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
be  present  at  its  meetings,  or  have  a  vote  thereat, 
reference  beins:  had  to  clanse  No.  2. 
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18.— Every  Company  of  Individuals,  l»cini< 
FrfteniaKon^,  or  Masonic  Lodges  holdiiiii;  Htoek, 
Bluill  1)0  ropveBcnted  by  a  Tnistee,  who  hVuiH  be  re- 
jrnlarly  accredited  by  a  written  instrument  to  bo 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  he  shall 
as  such  Trustee,  be  entitled  to  vote  on  behalf  of 
the  Company  or  Lodge  he  may  represent,  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  Shares  subscribed  for  by  the  said 
Company  or  Lodge,  but  no  such  Trustee  shall  at 
the  same  time  be  a  Director. 

19.— A  copy  of  the  Act  of  Incoi-poration  and 
the  By-laws  shall  be  fairly  transcribed  by  the  Se- 
cretary, and  the  latter  shall  be  signed  by  every 
Stockholder  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  that  pui-pose. 
If  printed,  a  copy  shall  be  supplied  to  any  Propri- 
etor wishing  for  the  same  on  payment  of  one  shil- 
ling and  three  pence  to  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.
